‘Lemon Law’ 
helps consumers 

Beginning Jan. 1 a new law has taken 
effect In California. The law Is something 
everyone said has needed to be adopted, and one 
that moat people have heard about, but one 
that few consumers really understano. 

The “Lemon Law,” Is actually an amend¬ 
ment to the Song-Boverly Consumer Warranty 
Act, a set of consumer rights. 

The law establishes that If the manufac¬ 
turer of a new car has not successfully repaired 
a significant defect after four attempts or that 
because of one or more defects the car has 
been out of service for 30 days or more, the 
burden of proof rests with the manufacturer. 

In order for the manufacturer to win In 
court, he must prove that other relevant cir¬ 
cumstances, such as consumer abuse — con¬ 
ditions beyond the manufacturer’s control — 
caused the four unsuccessful attempts at repair 
or the 30 days out of service. 

The law applies to cars purchased on or 
after Jan. 1, 1983, until the cars are one year 
old or have 12,000 miles, whichever comes first. 

The law does require that before the car 
owner takes a “Lemon Law” case to court, he 
or she must first go through any third party dis¬ 
pute resolution mechanism In which the manu¬ 
facturer participates and which Is qualified to 
hear such cases. 

The key factor. It seems. Is that decisions 
are binding on the manufacturer but not on the 
consumer. If the car owner “loses” his or her 
case before one of these panels, that owner 
may pursue the case In court. 

Screeching tires 
spell trouble 

We’ve had a letter to the editor and many 
comments about the number of arrests for drunk 
driving and “drunk In public” shown In our Police 
Blotter recently. 

Then we came upon a release from the 
National Automobile Club In which an experi¬ 
ment conducted by the California Highway 
Patrol was described. The two-day experiment 
took place under carefully controlled condi¬ 
tions just before the Christmas holiday. Volun¬ 
teers from Mare Island Naval Base, along with 
news media representatives took part—31 peo¬ 
ple drove a road course prepared by a driving 
expert who trains law enforcement officers, 
race drivers, executives and others how to drive 
safely under difficult conditions. 

The course tested reaction times, driving 
Judgment and vehicle handling skills. And that 
first day those 31 volunteers drove the course 
sober for practice. 

The second day, however, the test volun¬ 
teers were given measured amounts of alcohol 
to bring their blood level concentration to .10% 
alcohol, the legal level of intoxication in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

After consuming several drinks, the group 
exhibited a variety of “normal” reactions for 
drunks. Some were happy and very sociable, 
others were quiet and a few became obnoxious. 
Even though several volunteers had difficulty 
walking to the car they had no hesitation about 
roaring around the course, according to the 
news release. 

The National Automobile Club notes that 
alcohol-related accidents are the major cause 
of death for U.S. citizens under 35 years. On 
the average, three people are killed and 80 are 
Injured by drunk drivers every hour in the U.S. 
Alcohol impairs concentration, muscular con¬ 
trol and Judgment.

Morash Responds 
To Allen’s Reply 

1 am pleased that Ken 
Allen responded to the arti¬ 
cle in the Sierra Madre News 
of Jan. 13, regarding the pro¬ 
per name for the mountains 
to the north of us, but am 
somewhat puzzled as to what 
he has to say. He suggests 
that I re-read the article of 
Jan. 6, in which he states 
that the mountains are the 
“Sierra Madre Mountains.” 
1, in turn have pointed out 
that, although the mountains 
had at one time been called 
Sierra Madre, this is no longer 
the case. He suggests to me 
that I “ask some Spanish 
person what Sierra Madre 
really means.” There are 
some interesting facts regard¬ 
ing this, and I would like 


to speak to them, but only 
after reminding Mr. Allen 
that, regardless of what “Sierra 
Madre” means, the fact re¬ 
mains that the mountains 
are no longer called Sierra 
Madre. Phil Townsend Han¬ 
na, in “The Dictionary of 
California Land Names,” 
Auto Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, 1951, p. 274, states: 
“The Geological Survey, 
under Josiah Dwight Whitney, 
in 1861 re-named the range 
San Gabriel Mountains be¬ 
cause they contained so many 
creeks and streams that were 
tributary to the San Gabriel 
River. The name was offi¬ 
cially and finally confirmed 
by the U.S. Geographic Board 
in 1927. The name stems from 
San Gabriel Arcangel Mission, 
(q.v.).” 

Now, as to what Sierra 


Madre means: Most of us 
are satisfied that it means 
“Mother Mountains.” Dig¬ 
ging a little deeper, we find 
that “sierra” in Spanish 
means “saw.” The American 
Heritage Dictionary states 
that “Sierra” is a “rugged 
range of mountains having 
an irregular or serrated pro¬ 
file,” and that in usage, “re¬ 
fers to a mountain chain or 
range, such as the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre or Sierra Nevada.” They 
point out that since here 
means mountains, “Sierra 
Mountains” is a redundancy. 

The “why” of the original 
meaning of the mountains is 
also of interest. In “Cali¬ 
fornia Place Names” by 
Erwin Gudde, Univ. Cal 
Press, 1949, pg. 330, it is 
stated: “Sierra. . .The de¬ 
scriptive name for ‘mountain 


range’ was frequently used in 
Spanish times: any two or 
more peaks in a row were 
usually called ‘sierra’.” As 
for Sierra Madre, the same 
source states, pp. 330-331: 
“The name means ‘mother 
range’ and was applied in 
Spanish times to a number 
of rtmges in different sections 
of California. The various 
ranges in Kern, Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and River¬ 
side counties were called 
Sierra Madre de California 
by Font in 1775 (Compl. 
Diary, p. 122). “The whole 
chain. . .was formerly called 
Sierra Madre by the Padres— 
probably from the fact that 
the Sierra Nevada, the Coast 
Mountains, and other ranges 
seem to spring from it.” 
(Blake, 1853, Pac. R.R. Re¬ 
ports, Vol. V Pt. 2, p. 137). 


Mr. Allen seems to be dis¬ 
tressed by the use of “range” 
vs. “mountain.” It is evident 
that the terms are frequently 
used interchangeably. 

The Sierra Madre Moun¬ 
tains, or perhaps, we should 
better educate ourselves to 
say, the “Sierra Madre,” 
that now exist in California 
are near Santa Barbara. What 
more can be said?
